Ross Claims Agreement Between

Calgary and Natural Gas Company 


Member for Centre Calgary Calls for Investigation by Royal Com- 
mission—-Bill Concerning New Municipal Hospitals Given Second 
Reading—Measure to Facilitate Borrowing Money for Seed Grain 
Purchase Passed in Committee of Whole. 


N ADDITION to hearing the retiral of Hon. C. W. Cross again 

made the subject of debate, and listening to a somewhat sensational 
charge made by Alex. Ross (Centre Calgary) that the agreement 
which the legislature validated between Calgary and the Natural 
Gas company operating in that city was a bogus agreement, the legis- 
lature Tuesday afternoon discussed at some length the proposed 
new municipal hospitals act of the government, and the act to facili- 
tate the borrowing of money for seed grain purchase, the former 
receiving a second reading and the latter being passed in committee 


of the whole. 


The closing analogy between the 
new Municipal Hospfttal Act and the 
Free Public School system of the pro- 
vince was outlined by Hon, A. G. Mac- 
Kay. In explaining the working con- 
ditions of the proposed legislation, 
much wider mowers of supervision and 
control would be vested in the minie- 
try of health than were delegated to 
the department under the former act. 

The premier tabled the report of the 
Board of Public Utilities for the pro- 
vince, this third annual report show- 
ing that the commissioners were 
largely concerned in the year ending 
Nov. 30th, 1918, with applications 
from municipalities and private part- 
jes for land adjustments in respect to 
taxation, the question of subdivision 
readjustments in olities being one of 
the most important dealt with. 

Charges by Mr. Ross 

The charge made by Alex Ross that 
there had been a fraudulent agree- 
ment between the city of Calgary and 
the gas company holding the Calgary 
franchise, was attached to a motion 
on the order paper calling for the ap- 
pointment of a Royal Commission to 
inquire fully into the allegation. Mr. 
Ross after a resume of the matter 
claimed that fh his own mind there 
was no doubt of fraud on the part of 
the gas company or others in connec- 
tion with the submission of the agree- 
ment to the legislature gome years 
ago and urged the fullest investigation 
possible into the whole ‘matter. 

He alleged that the -original agree- 
ment between the city and the gas 
conypany made in 1906 had been al- 
tered in some very essential details 
when it was submitted to the legisla- 
ture later: Infaaqpethe “agreeme 
as advertised in the newspapers and 
voted upon by the ratepayers differed 
in gome respects from the agreement 
which in some way the mayor and 
city clerk at that time had signed and 
endorsed by the ratepayers. How this 
change was made Mr. Ross admitted 
he was not in a position to say, but It 
evidently had not been made in the 
office of the city solicitor of Calgary. 
Neither did he think the mayor and 
city clerk had knowingly signed the 
bogue agreement, as he termed it. 

Makes Allegation 

By fraudulent terms he alleged the 
agreement,practically extended cer- 
tain exclusive privileges to 1923 when 
these would have terminated in 1915 
under the original agreement. Also 
the power delegated to the couneN to 
establish higher rates was one of the 
altered provisions and this had in- 
volved an added expense of between 
two and three million dollars on the 
gas users in Calgary and if there 
original agreement was produced this 
sum would properly be due in rebates 
to the citizens of Calgary. 

Mr. Ross contended that the gas 


company was divided into two organi- {| 


zations with a_ capitalization of 
$5,000 000 while only $2,000,000 of 
this was actually involved, the finan- 
clal juggling, he alleged, showing the 
company e6uffered a loss on operation 
so the city would not share in the 
profits. e also contended that the 
gas company in an action before the 
supreme court of Canada had used the 
bogus agreement in their defense, 
while the original agreement was 
used oy the home consumers, He as- 
sociated the firm of Lougheed and 
Bennet as eolicitors for the gas com- 
pany, with the submission of so-called 
fraudulent agreement to the legisla- 
ture, further implicating Mr. Roberts, 
ex-member of the legislature with this 
transaction, Mr. Roberts at that time 
being a member of the firm of 
Lougheed and Bennet. 

A. F .Ewing agreed that a full in- 
quiry into the allegations should be 
made, but thought the Public Utilities 
Commission might carry out the same 
and report to the house, without in- 
volving the expense of a Royal Com- 
mission. 

View of Hon J. R. Boyle 

Hon. J. R. Boyle said the matter was 
exceedingly serious, since the honor of 
the legislature was involved. Fraud 
upon the house was alleged and steps 
should be taken to inquire fully into 
the case. It was not only advisable 
but necessary to take steps to estab- 
lish if fraud had been committed, and 
and who was gullty if there was fraud, 
A Royal Commission could most ade- 
quately cope with the whole matter, 
but he did not see the pressing need 
of attempting to have a report for the 
present session of the legislature. He 
stated, however, that he did not be- 
lieve that the former member of the 
house, Mr. Roberts, would knowingly 
be a party to such a fraud. 

After some discussion by Mr, Hoad- 
ley and Hon. A. G. MacKay, itt was 
agreed that the motion of Mr. Ross 
should be redrafted and submitted to 
the house later. 

Municipal Hospitals Act 

The municipal hospitals act was ex- 
plained by Hon. A. G MacKay, who 
wanted to see the districts made as 
large as possible, with a provision for 
establishing smaller stations of the 


central institutions within the hospi- 
tal districts. He explained also that 
the act would give the minister of 
health much more control and power 
in respect to heatlh organizations in 
the province than was the case under 
the former provisions of the act 

Dr. Stanley claimed that while he 
egreed, in principle, with the govern- 
ment assuming much wider powers of 
control of provincial health activities 
he thought a financial share of the 


provincial hospital burden should be 


a scheme of state control, financiai as- 
sistance should be given to the whole 
hospital organization. Hospitals should 
earn grants according to the amount 
of work done. Institutions specializ- 
ing in certain lines should be given 
special grants. Special grants were 
deserved by hospitals branching out 
in advanced health activities. Each 
part of the province must bear a share 
of the whole health expense. 


Davidson Endorses 


W. M. Davidson pointed out that 
the lack of a definite line of demarc- 
ation between the duties of municipal- 
ities and the province would lead to 
confusion in such problems as that 
of state hospitals. Even in the prob- 
lem of education this confusion of du- 
tiee existed. Special grants for spe- 
cial municipal advantage might be 
given by the province as was the case 
in education. 

Mr. Davideon thought the minister 
was justified tn taking wider ‘powers 
in haspital administration. While en- 
dorsing the new bill he favored the el- 
ection of hospital officials after the 
first year at least. 

H. B. Atkins, Didsbury, was in ac- 
cord with the provisions of the bill, 
pointing out that larger hospital areas 
and more control were most essential.

As for finan- 
cial assistance, it was not wise for 
the province to get into deep water 
at the very outset of the scheme. 
Mr. Gilman thought some provis- 
fon should be made for wage earners 
as well as property owners for the 
support of these hospitals and thus 
assure this class of treatment with- 
out excess rates. 


MacKay Against Poll Tax 


Mr. MacKay explained that the lo- 
cal boatds had power to fix the as- 
sessment and some agreement could 
be arrived at without involving the 
establishment of a poll tax, to which 
he was opposed, 

It was also explained by the min- 
ister that special investigators of the 
department would inquire into and 


report on the establishment of these | 


municipal hospital districts. 

With the second reading of the bill 
to amend the Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation act, Mr. MacKay explained 
how this provided for students in 
chemistry being permitted to serve 
an apprenticeship in hospitals of 100 
or more beds. 

Cc. 8. Pingle of Redcliffe said he 
desired to see incorporated in the 
act, when it reached the committee 
of the house, a provision to have 
auch students articled upon the rec- 
ommendation of duly qualified and 
registered chemists.

sion of the Dominion parliament is 
the giving of a square deal to the 
returned veterans, 
“And whereas the Dominion gov- 
ernment has not yet made public 
any scheme which is acceptable to 
the majority of the men, nor which 
recognizes the great services ren- 
dered and the heavy loss sustaine 
during years of service to their 
country at merely nominal pay. 
“And whereas it should be made 
possible for every man to return to 
his former occupation or to engage 


in any other occupation of his 
choice, 
“And whereas a system of cash 


grants is the only system 
accomplish this result 

“Therefore be it resolved, that this 
House urge the federal government 
to make a cash grant forthwith of 
$2,000 to every returned man who 
has seen active service overseas in 
any theatre of war, or to his family 
in case the man has fallen, and that 
a suitable grant be made to every 
other member, male or female, of 
the Canadian expeditionary forces.”

Ottawa, Feb, 25—Good headway was 
made with the debate on the address 
in the commons Tuesday subsequent 


| to paying of tributes to the late Lib- 


eral leader. The debate may be some- 
what prolonged, though the hope is 
held out that it may be brought to a 
close before the end of the week. It 
depends upon the number of back and 
middle back benchers who desire to 
be heard, but who have not as yet 
revealed their intention. In addition 
to Major D. L. Redman of Calgary, 
Captain R. J. Manion, M.C., of Fort 
Wiliam and Rainy River, the first day 
of the debate was reproductive of ef- 
forts by D. D. Mackenzie, Lsberal 
house leader, and Sir Thomas White, 
the acting premier, and R. McMaster, 
Liberal member from Brome, Hon. F. 
B. Carvel moved the adjournment and 
will be the first speaker on Wednes- 
day. The mover and seconder, both 
returned soldiers, in brief speeches, 
which met with the general approval 
of the house, reviewed the legislation 
promised in the speech from the 
throne and emphasized more parvicu- 
larly the need of problems affecting 
the demobilization of Canada's fight- 
ing men being adequately dealt with. 

Major Redman urged upon the gov- 
@rnment the desirability of keeping 
alien enemies out of Canada, while Dr 
Manion, in dealing with the labor 


question, expressed the opinion that 
much could be done by curtailing pro- 
fiteering and reducing the cost of 
living. 


Mr. Mackenzie, who has been some- 


what noted in the past for long 
speeches, confined his effort to 50 
minutes, moderately criticizing the 
government and its program In 


opening, he referred to his position as 
leader as being temporary He asked 
that full justice be done to the re- 
turned soldier, and urged that steps 
be taken to stop the flow from ths 
farm to the factory. 

In closing, he invited Liberal Union- 
ists to come back into the liberal fold.

Sir Thomas White congratulated 
Mr. Mackenzie on his elevation to the

Glowing Tributes Paid in House

Of Commons to Fine Qualities 


Of the Late Sir Wilfrid Laurier 


OTTAWA, Feb. 25.—Tribute was 
paid in the House of Commons this 
afternoon to the memory of the late 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier. Sir Thomas 
White, the acting premier, eald the 
death of Sir Wilfrid had removed a 
most distinguished and commanding 
— from the stage of public 

e. 

“During his long career,” sald Sir 
Thomas, “he had been identified with 
all the great political controversies 
g@ince the period of confederation, His 
fame has carried far beyond the boun- 
daries of Canada, and in Britain and 
France and in the United States as 
well as in other countries, the name 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier has long been 
known, respected and admired as one 
of the outstanding statesmen of the age 

“With such a career, with such titles 
to distinction, we of this house may 
well look upon this occasion 
profit to ourselves, and in appreciation 
of him, examine as to the nature of 
the political principles to which he 
subscribed, his characteristics as a 
statesman, the personal qualities and 
attributes of the man himself and the 
sources of the great power and Influ- 
ence which he exercised within and 
without the halls of Parliament.” 


Gualding Principles 


Sir Thomas said that the principles | 
political | 


which guided Sir Wilfrid's 
actions were his strong attachment to 
and devotion to the {deals of freedom 
and liberty, personal, civil and relig- 
ious. He believed in freedom of opin- 
fon, free speech, freedom of con- 
science. That these were his views 
might be gathered not only from his 
own speeches, but from the names of 
those whom he most admired, Fox, 
Gladstone, Bright and Lincoln. These 
names were often on his lips and he 
had diligently etudied their careers 
and utterances. 

“From this starting point of attach- 
ment,” said Sir Thomas, “he was led 
greatly to admire the British political 


system and the security and the guar- 
antees for the liberty which it em- 
bodies and affords He was a greet 
constitutionalist, an ardent upholder 
of the principles of free governmen 


with all that it involves. If seemed t 


me at times that in hie character of 


constitutionalist and in his continued | 


interest in the constiution he was the 
dignified and solitary representative 
of that group of statesmen, giants 
in their day, who, after prolonged and 
fiery discussion laid broad and deep 
the constiutional freedom of Canada's 
national Mfe. 

“National unity he regarded as of 
paramount importance in a country 
of mixed races and divers creeds such 
as Canada. 

“He was regardful of the rights of 

mmiorities and a strong advocate of 
tolerance toward the opinions and 
convictions of others upon all ques- 
tions. 
_ “He waa_a.-beliver in democracy, 
but there was always in him a moder-

While no large increases in our business were hoped for, yet, from the 
standpoint of volume of business, low loes-ratio and other departments of 
our business, the results for the year were very satisfactory. 

The amount of bueiness written by the Company in 1918 was 
$22,520,425.00, or $2,518,079.00 In excess of 1917. Only in one previous year 
did the Company write more insurance and that was in 1915, when the 
ammount was $23,223,662.00. With the return to normal times and a resump- 
tion of: building operations which may be expected after the necessary 
readjustment of labor conditions has been effected and the prices of building 
material have reduced considerably, the volume of fire insurance will be 
materially increased, which sheuld result in a substantial addition to our 
premium income. 

Premiums on our gross insurance written in 1918 were $287,208.72, as 
compared with $240,824.04 in the previous year, showing a gain of $46,384.68. 
Re-insurance premiums in 1918 amounted to $97,091.82, an increase of 
$14,207.55. Gross insurance in force at December 3ist, 1918, totalled 
$31,775,452.00, being an increase of $698,722.00 over last year, the premiums 
thereon being $457,705.38 compared with $431,604.36 for 1917. 

Re-insurance in force at the close of the year totalled $8,700,103.00, on 
which the premiums amounted to $115,912.57, Net insurance in force at 
December 3ist, 1918, was $23,075,349.00, the premiums tiereou amounting 
to $341,792.81. 

The fire waste in Canada in 1918 is estimated at $35,000,000.00, exclusive 
of forest firee This amount, however, includes quite a large amount of 
uninsured property. The net losses in Canada in 1916 and 1917, incurred 
by all fire companies operating in the Dominion, were $17,220,231.00 and 
£18,685,024.00 respectively. The net losses in 1918 will no doubt be con- 
siderably in excess of these figures. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the year 1918 was not a very profitable 
one in Canada for the fire companies generally. As regards this Company, 
your Directors are pleased to state that our fire loss-ratio was only 43.79% 
compared with the satisfactory record of 46.65% in 1917. The average loss- 
| ratio for all fire companies in Canada in 1917 was 52.42%, this being 
7.46% less than the average for a eriod of forty-nine years from 1869 to 
1917. The Company’s net fire losses for the year amounted to $83,209.94, 
which includes $6,095.14 Halifax fire losses in the conflagration of December. 
1917. 

During the period of the War, or, in other words, a time of depression 
and disturbed business conditions, the fire hazard was greater than in 
normal times and it is a matter for congratulation that this Company was 
able to maintain such a reasonably low loss-ratio. Every possible pre- 
caution was taken with this end in view and the results have proved the 
wisdom of declining doubtful and undesirable risks, and that the volume 
of business is second only in importance to that of obtaining high-grade 
risks. This policy will be strictly adhered to. 

In the matter of the Company's eecurities, it will be seen that they 
consist chiefly of mortgages. These mortgages are upon improved city and 
farm properties and amount to $1,532,208.01. It will be gratifying to learn 
that payment of interest and principal showed considerable improvement 
over the preceding year. With the funds which had acctmulated during the 
year, the Company was enabled to subscribe for another $250,000.00 of 
Dominion War Bonds; the total subscription by the Company in these Bonds 
to date amounts to $565,000.00,sthe amount paid thereon at December 31st, 
1918, being $329,983.03. While these bonds yield a lower rate of interest 
than our first mortgages, thereby reducing to a certain extent the earning 
power of the Company, your Directors realized the great importance of 
making a success of the Victory Loan Campaign and accordingly sub- 
scribed for another $250,000.00 in 1918, which action on their part will no 
doubt be*heartily approved by thé Shareholders,

Was created for the purpose of meeting any contingents which might 
arise from depreciation in any of the Company's securities, and, continuing 
this conservative policy, an additional sum of $25,000.00 has been set aside, 
bringing the Contingent Fund up to $160,000.00. 

The item, Stocks, Bonds and Debentures, in the Financjal Statement 
now amounts to §447,040.12, including $329,983.03 paid on account of Dominion 
War Bonds. With a substantial amount invested in readily convertib! 
securities, the Company's financial position, as regards liquid assets, has: 
been materially strengthened and has the additional advantage of eliminatin 
in a large measure the necessity of maintaining large cash reserves, The 
amount in banks and on‘hand at the close of the year amounted to $72,321.62 

The reserve set aside for unearned premiums, or, tn other words, the 
Dominion Government Reserve, amounted to $142,393.66, an increase ove 
the previous year of $17,867.74 accounted for by the increase in business 
written during the past year. { 

Re-insurance premiums (held on deposit) which relate to our foreigz 
treaty companies were $61,012.48, being an increase of $4,234.83. 

Revenue for the year may be divided into two, classes — profits from 
mortgages, stocks, bonds a miscellaneous sourc $151,092.06, and neq 
fire premiuma, efter deducting cancellations, rebates jand re-insurance 
$190,116.90. The total revenue for the year amounted to $341,208.96, a gair 
over the previous year of $35,063.26. 

The expenses for the year showed a slight increase over the previous 
year, due to commissions paid on a larger volume of fire insurance writte 
in 1918, 

The usual dividend of six per cent. was declared on the Capital Stock 
the amount being $107,375.37, an increase of $2,181.78, due to the amount 
paid last year on Capital Stock, that is, $33,029.05. In amount of dividends 
this Company ranks second among our Canadian fire companies, and the 
same remarks apply in respect to paid-up capital, which, at December 31st 
1918, wae $1,795,077.70. os 

The important item from the standpoint of the assured, ie. surplus t: 
policyholders, now amounts to $2,040,916.03, the largest surplus of all ou 
Canadian fire companies and of all the British and Forelgn fire companie 
operating in Canada, only three British companies have a larger surplus t< 
policyholders, 

To much importance cannot be attached to the strong financial posi 
tion which this Company has attained and this has been accomplished i 
the short space of about eight years. 

Now that the World War is practically a thing of the past, we in Canads 
may look forward hopefully to the future. This will be a very eventfy 
year, in which practically the whole world is affected, and until the Peaca 
Conference, now in session, shall have concluded, and the definite peac 
terms agreed upon, made known to the world, it is difficult to accurate!; 
predict at this time what developments will follow. 

However, so far as our Dominion is concerned, there is already abund 
ance of evidence at hand that a period of readjustment has arrived and 
many complex problems will have to be faced. Compared, however, witt 
many other countries, Canada will be less affected, and as she arose to the 
occasion during the War so she undoubtedly will face the new situatio 
with a strong feeling of assurance and confidence. Greater production i 
all lines, extended markete for her products, combined with national, a 
well as individual, effort and determination will combine for the genera 
good and prosperity of our Dominion. 

With the splendid organization possessed by this Company it will b 
in a position to take full advantage of the returning prosperity, and, whil 
thanking the Shareholders for their continued support and patronage, you 
Directors would again impress upon the Shareholders the importance of 
active co-operation, and trust that even a larger measure of patronage wii 
be extended to the Company this year than has been the case in former years. 

It is with a feeling of warm appreciation that your Directors refer t 
the untiring efforts of the Officers and Staff and they also wish to thank th 
numerous Agents of the Company for their splendid co-operation durin 
the past year.

ating for Share of Commissions Was 


cials of Department of Agriculture—A. F. Ewing Acts 
as Examiner for Opposition. 


A most thorough inquiry into the 
indirect charges that officials of the 
departmeii of agriculture were more 
or less implicated in commissions de- 
rived from private land sales, will be 
inaisted upon by the government be- 
fore the public accounts committee of 
vhe legislature. This was practically 
announced by Hon. J. R. Boyle, at- 
torney-general, at a meeting of the 
committee Tuesday morning when 
the examination of R. J. Daly was 
proceeded with. 

Under a most insistent examination 
of A. F. Ewing, West Edmonton, Mr. 
Daly emphatically @ented that his ac- 
tion In negotiating for a share of com- 
missions on private land gales was 
known to officials of the department 
of agriculture in which he was em- 
ployed asa publicity agent. Mr. Daly 
emphatically denied that he stated to 
certain parties in the province that 
he was obliged to “share up" these 
commissions with his superiors in the 
department.

Not Fair to Hotchkiss 

“Do you consider you were fair to 
Mr. Hotchkiss when you denied you 
were having transactions respecting 


real estate commissions?” asked Mr. 
Boyle. 
“I admit I was not fair,"’ responded 


Mr. Daly. “I havealready sated that 
I was doing something very wrong 
and I was doing it in defiance to the 
rules of the department and the in- 
structions from the officials.” 

Mr, Ewing, as examiner for the ap- 
position members of the committee, 
introduced letters which Mr. Daly ad- 
mitted he had written to real estate 
men respecting commissions which he 
had hoped to obtain on land gales. 
One of these transactions was that of 
the Porcupine ranch tn Southern Al- 
berta, acting with E. BE. Taylor of Cal- 
gary. However, Mr. Daly said this 
ranch was not sold at the time and in 
this, and In other cases, he ewore he 
had not received any money in com- 
missions, although he had arranged 
for euch if certain deals were closed, 
He admitted that he was concerned 
in deals aside from those concerning 
the Mennonite settlement and that 
these transactions might have extend- 
ed as far back as five years. 

At Chicago Conference 

In reply to Mr. Boyle the witness 
said he had attended a conference of 
agents and officials in 
Chicago in 1916, where Hon. Mr. 
Roche and a number of Canadian gov- 
ernment officials were representing 
Canada. General immigration prob- 
lems were discussed, as was also the 
labor situation.

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Democratic Party Government 


The Liberal party believes 
democratic government, therefore 
the selection of a leader of the 
party is left to a national conven- 
tion representative of the party 
throughout the Dominion. 

It being necessary that there 
should be some recognized leader 
during the session of Parliament 
now under way, the parliamentary 
representatives have chosen Mr. 
D. D. McKenzie, member for Cape 
Breton. The immediate selection 
of a temporary leader was made 
necessary by circumstances, and in 
making the selection the Liberal 
members were restricted in their 
choice to their own ranks. The 
convention, when it is called, will 
be entirely free either to confirm 
this temporary appointment or to 
elect whoever else it is thought 
is best fitted to give expression to 
Liberal principles and to secure 
the united and enthusiastic sup- 
port of those principles, by which 
alone they can be made effective 
in determining the public policy 
of the country. 

"The Liberal party is not an end | 
in itself. It is an agency which 
exists for the purpose of promul- 
gating and making effective cer- | 
tain views as to the conduct of 
publie affairs. The basic princi- 
ple of the whole structure of Lib- 
eralism is the right of the people 
to rule. That principle is vindi- 
cated in the decision that the selec- 
tion of the party leader is not to} 
be made by the Liberal members | 
of Parliament, individuals who}! 
might have such standing and in- 
fluence as would give them a voice 
in any sort of irregular party | 
gathering but is to be left to the | 
free determination of a national | 
convention composed of delegates | 
representing Liberals in every | 
part and every class in the Domin- | 
ion, In the government of the 
party, as in the government of the 
country, Liberals believe that gov- 
ernment should be‘‘ of the people, 
by the people, for the people.’’

City Charter Amendments 


A somewhat formidable list of 
amendments to the Edmonton City 
Charter are being sought at the 
present session of the Legislature. 

One provides that members of | 
the city council shall be paid $10 
each for each meeting of the coun- 
cil attended, and for each com- 
mittee meeting attended the sum 
of $5.00; the total sum payable 
to any member not to be ar nor| 


than $1000 during the year nor 
more than $100 during any month. 

Power is sought to enable the 
council to revise the whole or any | 
part of the assesment roll or rolls 
in regard to land, improvement or 
business, should the council be- 
fore passing any bylaw ordering 
the levy of the annual rate of 
taxes order such new assessment 
to be made. The object, apparent- | 
ly, is to provide means to deal 
with a situation such as occurred | 
last year, when several large prop- 
erty holders in the city appealed | 
to the courts and were given a re- 
duction of assessinent which made 
the amount of taxes levied upon 
them out of proporiton to that le-- 
ied upon owners of similarly situ- 
ated property. ‘There was some | 
danger at the time of an epidemie | 
of appeals to the eourts, which 
right have tied up indefinitely | 
the whole process of tax collection 
and paralyzed for a time the con- | 
duct of civic affairs. Faced by a} 
similar situation in future, the 
council, under this amendment, 
eould order a re-assessment of all | 
the property in the distriet af-| 
fected, and thereby equalize the 
taxation and remove the cause for 
appeals. 

Another amendment proposes 
that the taxes on improvements | 
shall be made optional, instead of

ecmpulsory, as at present, and 
shall not in any case exceed 60% 
of the actual value of the improve- 
ments. It is also provided that 
a dwelling house to the actual val- | 
ue of not more than $1500 shall 
be exempt from assessment, and | 
where the value of a residence is 
more than $1500 the same shall 
be assessed at a designated per- 
centage of its value over this sum. 

The amendment made to the) 
charter last year empowering the 
council to make agreements with 
parties in arrears of taxes is to} 
be further amended, so that if de- 
fault is made in the observance 
of any of the terms of such agree- 
went after one mnoth, the treas- 
urer may give the defaulter notice 
to pay within two months the mon- 
ies then due, and stating that in 
default of paymen the lands will 
after the expiration of ninety days | 
from the service of notice be sold 
at public auction. 

The business tax provisions of 
the charter are amended to the 
effect of making the tax. fixable 
by bylaw of the city. The council, 
is is proposed, shal! have power to 
classify the different trades ond 
business enterprises, professions or 
other means of providing a liveli- 
hood, and to fix » different rate 
for each. In case no bylaw is 
passed in any year the business 
tax for such year is to be 10% on 
the business assessment for such 
year. 

There are amendments likewise 
to the Income Tax provisions. This | 
taxed is changed from a temporary | 
to a permanent character, The! 
income of any unmarried individ- | 
ual, widow or widower without | 
dependent children, if not more | 
than $1500, is exempt. The income 
of married people, widows or wid- | 
owers with dependent children, is 
exempt to the amount of $2000. It 
is provided that any person having 
a taxable income not exceeding 
$5000 and who is also liable for| 
taxes on land may set off the 
amount paid under the income tax 
against his land tax up to amount 
payable upon an income of $3000, 
an vice versa. 

Power is asked to enable the 
council to provide that any class | 
or all classes of business concerns 
shall be closed and remain closed 
on any one specified day of the 
week during the afternoon. 

The Legislature is asked to give | 
the city council power to deal 
with the North Alberta Gas Com- 
pany by declaring all rights, pow- 
ers.and privileges granted to the 
company to be at an end, provided 
the company does not within three 
months give assurance satisfactory 
to the council that it will within 
twenty months have its pipe line 
and distributing system so far 
completed as to be ready to deliver 
gas to consumers in the city, and 
the council may as guarantee for 
the carrying out of such assur 
ance require the company to ma-. 
a cash deposit or give a satisfac- 
tory bond in any sum not exce:d- 
ing $100,000. 

Authorization is also asked for | 
the necessary exchange of prop-| 
erty involved in the transfer of the 
College Avenue site from the 
School Board to the Great War 
Veterans’ Association as a site for 
the proposed memorial hall. 


The Gas Question. 

As a result of the default of the 
Northern Alberta Natural Gas De- 
velopment Company and the ac-} 


tion of the city council in refer- 
ence thereto, the council now has 
two proposals before it for the 
supply of gas to the city. 

One offer is from the J. D. Me- 
This is contin- 
gent upon the exclusive clause in 
the Northern Alberta Co.’s fran- 
chise being cancelled. As the rates 
asked are very substantially high- 
er than the rates agreed to by the 
Northern Alberta company this 
new application is hardly in the 
nature of a favorable alternative. 

The other proposal arises out of 
the failure of the Northern Alber- 
ta to induce the Public Utilities 
Commission to vary the terms of 
its agreement and grant an arbi- 
trary increase in the rates it may 
charge should it complete its en- 
It is remresented that 
the eastern shareholders in the 
company have been dissatisfied 
with the course of the manage- 
ment, and have taken the matters 
into their own hands, A represen- 
tative sent by them addressed the 
council on Monday, to the effect 
that the company is willing to go} 
ahead with the enterprise, without | 
varying the rates agreed upon, 
provided the city will withdraw 
the application made to the Legis- | 
lature for power to cancel the 
franchise. This application, it is} 
represented, interferes with the 
raising of money with which to 
carry out the project,

George Hines, in Miners Weekly:

It will not be unfair to assume 
that a large percentage of the men— 
to think, the vast ma- 
jority of them—will endeavor to se- 
cure the maximum amount, Taking 
into consideration the present inflated 
state of land values, and also the gen- 
erally admitted fact that the soldier 
settler should be located close to 
transportation facilities, he will not 
be able to secure a very desirable 
farm for $5,000.
